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Ercon placed into liquidation after ‘financial difficulties’ 

20 JOBS AXED AT 
TOWN ENGINEERS

AN engineering firm in Willen- 
hall has been placed into liq¬ 
uidation putting more than 20 
people out of work. 

Staff at Ercon Finishing Systems, 
at Willenhall Trading Estate, in Mi¬ 
dacre were told their jobs were at risk 
at a meeting on Friday but on Mon¬ 
day directors broke the news their 
employment had been terminated. 

The company cited ‘financial difficulties’ as 
its reason for ceasing to trade, warning staff 
that they were no longer in a position to make 
payments to them. 

In letters to employees Director Ian Francis 
said: “I regret that, because of the company’s 
financial difficulties, it has been necessary for 
the directors to take steps to place the company 
into liquidation. The company is no longer in a 
position to make payments to you and should 
therefore consider your contract of employment 
terminated with effect from today’s date.” 

He added: “The directors sincerely regret 
having to make this decision, but we are una¬ 
ble to continue to provide financial support to 
Ercon through the quiet period. I have enjoyed 
working with the Ercon employees over the last 
few years and I would also like to thank you 
personally for the effort you have put into the 
company.” 

Creditors 

Ercon had operated for more than two dec¬ 
ades providing finishing plants and equipment 
for clients throughout the UK and abroad. A 
liquidator is now being sought while Manches¬ 
ter-based RSM Restructuring Advisory are 
holding talks with creditors and preparing a 
statement of affairs. 

One worker who did not want to be named 
said: “This has been coming, I think we all feel 
that. Orders have been getting smaller and 
smaller and you hear all sorts of rumours about 
financial issues at the highest level. 

“It is a shock to hear but there might not be 
much that we can do. You build up relation¬ 
ships at work so for us all to find out together 
was difficult.” 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, who represents 
the Willenhall area for Walsall Council, said he 
was not aware of any troubles at the firm but 
lamented the loss of jobs. 

He said: “Any job loss in Willenhall is det¬ 
rimental to the town. I keep saying to people 
the thing that made Willenhall great was that 
it had lots of factories generating lots of jobs 
which in turn meant people spent their money 
in the town. Most of our major job losses were 
in the 1990s when the lock industry changed.”

A MOTHER hopes to help raise more than

whose daughter was diagnosed with the 
illness aged three, is part of the JDRF team. 

Mrs Whitehouse, aged 42, from Walsall, has 
a personal fundraising target of £1,500 and 
will join 180 fellow JDRF runners on April 24. 

The charity raises money to plough back 
into the research to try to find a cure for type 
one diabetes. Mrs Whitehouse, whose daugh¬ 
ter, Faith, is now aged 11, said she wanted to 
inspire fellow sufferers and their families to 


turn a negative situation into a positive one. 
She said: “When I was 10-years-old I was di¬ 
agnosed with asthma and couldn’t run very 
well. Faith was diagnosed at the age of three 
and having witnessed me take on such gruel¬ 
ling training she is now really active herself. 

“Her illness does not stop her from achiev¬ 
ing everything she wants to do. This will be 
my second marathon and I am constantly 
running half marathons and raising money 
for the charity by hosting quizzes.” 

Mrs Whitehouse, who works as a legal sec¬ 
retary, said although training for the 26.2 


mile run had been tough at times in the cold, 
dark winter months she could always find mo¬ 
tivation by looking at her daughter. Having 
seen Faith endure so much with her illness 
proves the only motivation I need,” she said. 

Luan Roberts, senior challenge events 
fundraiser at JDRF, said running the London 
Marathon was a brilliant way to raise aware¬ 
ness of type one diabetes. She said: “It’s a 
serious and complex condition.

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Councillor welcomes sale of shops 



A ROW of shops in Darlaston town cen¬ 
tre have gone on the market for nearly 
£800,000 - and councillors have wel¬ 
comed the sale. 

The Colman Centre, which includes 
Boots the chemist, currently brings in 
£66,900 per year in rent and the leases 
would continue as part of the sale. 

Walsall Hospice, Walsall Housing 
Group and Coopers Family Butchers 
also rent units in the centre, while a 
fifth is currently empty. 

Councillor Paul Bott, independent 
councillor for the Darlaston ward, said: 
“I would be pleased if a new buyer came 


in to Darlaston. It has been stagnate for 
a number of years. There has been no 
regeneration with the shops and busi¬ 
nesses to get it thriving again. 

“It just seems to be charity shops 
whereas before it was local people run¬ 
ning local businesses. When the shops 
and families moved it never recovered.” 

Darlaston councillor Doug James 
said a sale had the potential to be a 
‘good thing’ but more needed to be 
done to help the town centre. He said: 
“In Darlaston we have got a surplus of 
hairdressers, nail bars, tattoo shops and 
fast food outlets. It tends to be quick 


rents but this leads to an over-reliance 
on low rent and fast turnaround shops, 
which is not what the town centre 
needs. 

“We need a range of retail shops to 
get people to come and shop in Darlas¬ 
ton, and we need to offer these shops 
reasonable rent. With a new owner 
coming in we need to move on but the 
fact is that smaller towns across Walsall 
are missing out through the central re¬ 
generation schemes. 

“This could be a good thing but by 
itself it’s not going to be enough.” 

Centre owners declined to comment. 


Payout follows hospital 
death of cancer patient 


THE family of a cancer patient 
whose catheter was left de¬ 
tached for two days before his 
death, has received an out of 
court settlement from Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust. 

Willenhall man George Griffin was over¬ 
coming severe bladder 
cancer after having an 
operation to remove 
a tumour followed by 
three bouts of chemo¬ 
therapy. 

The 71-year-old was 
admitted to Walsall 
Manor Hospital sev¬ 
eral months after the 
surgery with abdomi¬ 
nal pain and was given 
an IV drip. 

But the former factory foreman’s ne¬ 
phrostomy tube - which drains urine from 
the kidney - somehow became detached 
causing him to become overloaded with 
fluids which medical lawyers argued would 
have put ‘excessive strain’ on his heart and 
respiratory system. It was 48 hours before 
staff noticed and it was replaced. 

Mr Griffin’s kidneys began to fail and 
four days after being admitted he suffered 
a heart attack and died. His wife Joyce 
said: “We have really struggled to come 
to terms with George’s death as it was so 
unexpected. We were married for 47 years 
and he was my best friend. We are so dis¬ 
appointed with the treatment George re¬ 
ceived at Walsall Manor Hospital.” 

Now, several years on from Mr Griffin’s 
death in December 2011, Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust has agreed a settlement 
with his family after they pursued legal ac¬ 
tion, although the trust has not admitted 
any fault. 

Joyce added: “As a family we are incredi¬ 
bly upset that the NHS Trust didn’t admit 
responsibility for any element of George’s 
care or death but we hope that highlighting 
the problems he had at the hospital will en¬ 
sure that lessons are learned.” 

Amir Khan medical director at the trust, 
said: “We would like to express our sympa¬ 
thy to the Griffin family and offer our sin¬ 
cere condolences for the loss that they have 
suffered. The Trust always endeavours to 
provide the highest quality of care to all of 
its patients.”

PROTESTERS came out to fight 
the possible cancellation of a ‘cru¬ 
cial’ bus service. 

The number 38 provides a vital 
lifeline for elderly residents in and 
around Parklands Road, Kings Hill 
and Darlaston Road, users have 
said. 

But National Express is consid¬ 
ering stopping the bus service, a 
move which Councillor Paul Bott 
said would trap pensioners in their 
homes. He said: “It’s no good hav¬ 
ing a bus pass if you don’t have 
any buses around. Without the 38, 


a good many of these pensioners 
wouldn’t get out of their houses. 
They can get into Darlaston, which 
supports the town and local busi¬ 
nesses. If they make their way out 
there, they’ve got to come back, 
and they just wouldn’t manage to 
get to Kingshill at all. 

“It’d mean the cost of taxis, and 
their pensions don’t run to hiring 
taxis.” Councillor Bott said it isn’t 
the first time they’ve had to fight 
to make sure there’s a bus availa¬ 
ble for pensioners in the area. He 
and his wife, Councillor Chris Bott, 


helped to restore the service when 
it was removed several years ago. 

He said: “We lobbied the council, 
protested, launched petitions and 
they reinstated the service.” 

Ali Bell, a spokesperson for Na¬ 
tional Express, said: “Route 38 is 
part of a consultation that has only 
just closed, so no decisions have 
been made yet. 

“The proposals mean that the 38 
would be replaced by an extension 
to the 75 service. The number of 
buses between Wednesbury and 
Darlaston would stay the same.” 


£400 boost 
for church 
from firm 
for storage 

A PROPERTY developer in Bloxwich 
has donated £400 to a church to provide 
purpose-built storage facilities for the 
community groups it plays host to. 

Members of St John’s Methodist 
Church in Victoria Avenue contacted 
Walton Homes after hearing about its 
30 Wishes campaign, launched last year 
to mark 30 years in business. 

The initiative was introduced to pro¬ 
vide support to 30 charities, organisa¬ 
tions or individuals within the West 
Midlands. Since then, Walton Homes 
has granted various wishes to deserving 
applicants including Acorns Hospice, 
primary schools, the RNLI, a cat’s pro¬ 
tection group and the Canal Trust. 

Pauline Osbaldeston, a member of the 
property committee of the church, said: 
“Our outdated storage facilities are no 
longer adequate for all of the community 
groups we support here and we asked 
Walton Homes if it might be able to help 
us address that. 

“We host a whole range of community 
groups here; rainbows to senior guides, 
beavers to senior scouts, an art club, a 
railway club, an activity group and a 
young church group. 

“This year, we’re celebrating our 50th 
anniversary, yet some of the storage in 
the old part of our building dates back 
further, so we were delighted when Wal¬ 
ton Homes stepped in to help.” 

Amy Summerton, director of Walton 
Homes, added: “St John’s Methodist 
Church provides a much-needed re¬ 
source for a whole range of local com¬ 
munity groups.” 

600 homes due 
on new estates 

MORE than 600 council homes will be 
built in Sandwell under ambitious plans 
which aim to ease the borough’s hous¬ 
ing crisis. The Changing the Housing 
Landscape scheme will look to see new 
estates created in towns across the area 
over the next three years to 2018-2019. 

Council chiefs are anxious to increase 
the number of council properties, with 
more than 6,000 people currently on a 
waiting list. 

Acting leader of Sandwell Council 
Steve Eling said: “I commend the invest¬ 
ment strategy of the council - it’s a for¬ 
ward thinking housing package that will 
serve the needs of the people of Sandwell 
for decades to come.” 

“We’re looking to provide good quality 
social housing at a fair rate as the de¬ 
mand increases.”

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Gang with 
machetes 
target flat 
of pensioner 

AN EYE-WITNESS told of the ter¬ 
rifying moment a machete-wielding 
gang confronted his customers af¬ 
ter breaking into a Walsall flat and 
threatened an 84-year-old woman. 

The eight-strong gang forced their 
way into the pensioner’s home in 
Darlaston Road at around 9.30pm on 
Monday while her son, who also lives 
there, was out. 

They kicked the side door in and 
one of them went upstairs and into 
the woman’s bedroom. But, fortu¬ 
nately for her, men from the Nutan 
Social Club on the opposite side of the 
road scared them off. 

Anant Patel, owner of the club, 
said: “What happened was one of my 
customers had just been out to have a 
smoke and he heard something bang. 
He came back inside and told me it 
sounded like someone was trying to 
break in. I went over there to see what 
was going on and about eight or nine 
guys from the club followed me out to 
back me up.” 

He added: “Eight guys came out, 
three black, five white. Two of them 
had knives that looked like machetes. 
They had six or seven-inch blades. 
Unfortunately the lady was in there, 
and I think they actually got into her 
room. No-one was hurt as far as I’m 
aware though.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Brigg Ford said: “There was a con¬ 
frontation that wasn’t physical. We 
don’t believe the lady was targeted or 
that they planned to burgle her flat. 
Both cars were driven off in the direc¬ 
tion of Darlaston.” 

Soccer fan gets 
ban for assault 

A WALSALL football fan has been 
banned from football matches for five 
years for assaulting a steward. 

Daniel James McCarthy, aged 25, of 
Walsall Wood Road, Walsall, pleaded 
guilty to the offence which took place 
at the Proact Stadium on Saturday, 
March 12, during a match between 
Chesterfield and Walsall. 

Mr McCarthy attended Chesterfield 
Justice Centre on Tuesday, March 29 
and magistrates also sentenced Mr 
McCarthy to an 18 week prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for one year. 

He is also required to complete 80 
hours unpaid work and to pay £100 
compensation to the victim, along 
with £85 court costs. Pc Roger Brown

£1.5 million to help improve roads 


POTHOLE-BUSTING funding worth more than 
£1.5 million is heading to the Black Country and 
Staffordshire to fix the region’s crumbling roads. 

The four Black Country local authorities plus 
Staffordshire County Council have been given the 
slice of £50 million which was set aside to repair 
nearly one million potholes across the country over 
the next 12 months. 

Staffordshire gets the largest pot - worth 
£1,069,000 - which will allow 20,170 potholes to be 
filled. In the Black Country, Dudley gets £172,000 
to fix 3,245 potholes, while Sandwell gets £160,000 
to fill 3,019. 

Walsall Council has been given £140,000 to fill 
2,642 potholes and Wolverhampton gets the least 


with £110,000 to repair 2,072 potholes. Overall, 
13 councils in the West Midlands will get £5.7m to 
tackle our battered roads, streets and highways. 

Transport Secretary Patrick McLoughlin, a for¬ 
mer Cannock miner, said: “I know how important 
well-maintained roads are to people across the West 
Midlands. The Government is giving councils in the 
West Midlands £5.7 million specifically to tackle the 
blight of potholes in their area. 

“This is just one part of our unprecedented in¬ 
vestment in local road maintenance over the next 
five years. We are giving a record £512m to local 
authorities in West Midlands that will improve jour¬ 
neys across the region.” The Government has prom¬ 
ised to give councils £250m just to tackle potholes 


up until 2021. In total, the Government is spending 
a record £6.1 billion nationwide on local highways 
maintenance between 2015/16 and 2020/21. 

The Government says this gives councils long¬ 
term certainty for the first time to plan future work 
with the aim of preventing potholes and improving 
local roads, bridges and street lighting. 

The Asphalt Industry Alliance says across the UK 
there needs to be £12bn spent to get roads in rea¬ 
sonable condition. 

A total of 58,149 potholes were filled in around 
the region in 2015. Compensation claims related to 
the road network cost West Midlands councils £2.5 
million last year. Nationally, more than six million 
drivers suffered pothole damage to their car in 2015. 


20 tons of rubbish on 
farmland is set alight 


TWENTY tons of fly-tipped rubbish in¬ 
cluding garden fences was set alight 
on farmland in the Black Country with 
firefighters at the scene for more than 
24 hours. 

The burning piles of waste were left strewn 
across the land, off Broad Lane, Bloxwich. 
Video footage was posted on social media by 
the Red Watch crew based at Bloxwich. 

It showed the 
scale of the rub¬ 
bish mound, 
which had been 
dumped. 

The town’s fire 
crew attended the 
scene on Friday 
night and had 
to return con¬ 
tinuously over 
the weekend to 
dampen any hot 
spots - only able to leave the site at 6.30pm on Sat¬ 
urday. Among the waste are what appear to be gar¬ 
den fences, large piles of wood and bags overfilling 
with waste. 

The rubbish is spread across several piles which 
stretch across the field - some of which are com¬ 
pletely ablaze, with thick smoke being sent into the 
air. A second video posted by the crew from Blox¬ 
wich showed them using a Bobcat S160 Skid Steer 
to help ensure the flames at the site had been fully 
extinguished. In a tweet accompanying the video 
on Friday night, the crew said: “Good progress 
now being made with the Bobcat skid steer digger. 
Crews will be delayed another hour.” 

Prosecuted 

West Midlands Fire Service Fire Control con¬ 
firmed over the weekend that crews had to attend 
over 24 hours to dampen hot spots at the field. 

Earlier this month it was revealed that almost 
all of the Walsall Council’s covert cameras have 
been deployed in the Aldridge and Beacon area to 
combat fly-tipping. Last year, a man was caught on 
camera dumping rubbish at Bridle Lane. He was 
prosecuted and handed a bill of more than £2,500 
including a fine and court costs. 

Walsall Council confirmed several others have 
also been captured on the CCTV and they are in 
the process of pursuing legal action against the of¬ 
fenders. The council has recently moved cameras 
to Collingwood Drive and Bridle Lane in Streetly, 
while covert CCTV has been deployed elsewhere

Healthwatch 
scrapping 
move called 
into question 

A DECISION to scrap Healthwatch 
Walsall has been called in for scrutiny 
by five borough councillors. 

Bosses at Walsall Council will scrap 
the service, which scrutinises services 
in the town and relays patient con¬ 
cerns to NHS bosses, according to a 
decision made last month. 

A bid to renew the service’s con¬ 
tract with Walsall Council failed in 
the wake of problems over high staff 
turnover and internal fractious rela¬ 
tionships. 

Stafford-based Engaging Communi¬ 
ties Staffordshire are poised to deliver 
the service in future, however the de¬ 
cision to hand over a contract to the 
firm has been called in. 

Councillors Sean Coughlan, Ian 
Robertson, Rose Burley, Eileen Rus¬ 
sell and Khizar Hussain have asked 
for the decision to be looked at more 
closely. 

Outsiders 

Councillor Coughlan, who repre¬ 
sents Willenhall, said: “We all had 
some concerns over this from the 
start. We are concerned that such a 
serious task is going to be handed over 
to outsiders when we believe that this 
issue is so important to the people of 
Walsall. 

“It should be done by a Walsall 
based group.” 

A report which went before the 
council’s Social Care and Health 
Overview Scrutiny and Performance 
Panel in December outlined the diffi¬ 
culties the group has had. 

It said Healthwatch Walsall had 
encountered a number of issues over 
the contract period including high 
turnover of staff, changes in senior 
management and challenges relating 
to the relationships between assembly 
members and the board. 

Have your say on 
public transport 

PUBLIC transport users in Walsall 
have been asked to have their say 
about the area’s bus network. 

A consultation event organised by 
public transport operator Centro will 
be held at Wilkinson’s in Park Street, 
Walsall Town Centre on Saturday. 

People will be able to talk directly 
with representatives from Network 
West Midlands, local councillors and 
staff from bus operators during the 
event. Feedback from members of the 
public will be looked at by transport 
bosses and used to make improve¬ 
ments to the local bus and rail net¬ 
work. 

Councillor John McNicholas, the 
chairman of the Centro’s Transport 
Delivery Committee, said: “This event 
is the ideal opportunity to really un¬ 
derstand the needs of passengers. 

“By holding these events more 
regularly and in locations like Park 
Street we hope to hear from as many 
people as possible. We are particularly 
interested in hearing how we can im¬ 
prove connections between different 
forms of public transport.”

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Care home 
bosses told 
they need 
to improve 

A GREAT Wyrley nursing home has 
been told it needs to improve amid 
concerns over safety. 

Hornegarth House care home on 
Walsall Road has been rated as ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’ by CQC inspec¬ 
tors, who criticised staffing levels, 
storage of medicine and limited op¬ 
portunities for the patients. 

The rating referred to its safety, 
responsiveness and level of caring, 
but it was ‘good’ for its effectiveness 
and leadership. In their conclusion 
inspectors commented: “There were 
not enough staff available to ensure 
people were safe, we observed that 
people had to wait to be provided with 
support. Medicines were not stored in 
a safe way and therefore we could not 
be sure they were safe to administer.” 

But the report continued: “Quality 
monitoring systems were in place. 
The provider sought the opinions of 
people who used the service and rel¬ 
atives to bring about changes. There 
was a new manager in post. There 
were a complaints procedure in place 
and when complaints were made the 
provider dealt with these in line with 
their policy.” 

The inspection was carried on 
February 17. The report praised the 
home’s effectiveness and leadership. 
It added: “Quality checks were in 
place to bring about improvements to 
the service.” A spokesman from Four 
Seasons, which runs the home said: 
“Since the inspection in February the 
home manager has been implement¬ 
ing an improvement plan.” 

Message issued 
over hospices 

PARENTS may be missing out on 
support that could help their child 
battle illness, the concerned boss of a 
Walsall hospice has said. 

A recent study carried out across 
the West Midlands revealed that 79 
per cent of people who were asked 
about hospices believed that they only 
offered end of life care. 

David Strudley, chief executive of 
Acorns, said: “Our key concern from 
the survey findings is the public don’t 
fully understand exactly who chil¬ 
dren’s hospices care for. The potential 
knock-on effect is that children and 
families in genuine need don’t realise 
hospices can help them. We often en¬ 
counter a perception that children’s 
hospices are focused solely on end of 
life and while this is a very important 
part of our work, we undertake a lot of 
work with children and families often 
well before this stage.”

Firm takes off with

A COMPANY based on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Business Airport has signed a 
£330 million deal to become the first 
to operate a new generation of air¬ 
ships. Straightline Aviation (SLA) 
has become the first customer to or¬ 
der a dozen hybrid airships from US 
aviation giant Lockheed Martin. 

SLA, based at offices on the airport, 
at Bobbington, revealed in March its 
plans to start operating a fleet of air¬ 
ships by 2018. 

It has now signed a letter of intent 
to buy 12 airships and is working with 
Hybrid Enterprises, Lockheed Mar¬

tin’s hybrid airship reseller, to finalise 
the purchase agreement. 

The deal was revealed by Lockheed 
Martin, which has been developing 
the airships at its top secret Skunk 
Works in California. 

Mike Kendrick, co-founder and 
chief executive of SLA, said: “We are 
delighted to be first in line with this 
magnificent aircraft that is going to 
dramatically change the way cargo is 
moved around the world.” 

Rob Binns, chief executive of Hy¬ 
brid Enterprises, added: “Lockheed 
Martin’s Hybrid Airship represents 


a revolution in remote cargo delivery. 

“Having an experienced team such 
as SLA recognise the Hybrid Airship’s 
potential by signing the letter of in¬ 
tent solidifies the demand for this new 
mode of transportation. We are hon¬ 
oured and excited to share this mile¬ 
stone with them.” 

The helium-filled airships will be 
able to carry up to 20 tons of cargo or 
passengers using an air cushion land¬ 
ing system and burning less fuel than 
conventional aircraft. Initially it aims 
to supply the airships to work with 
gas, oil and mining companies. 


Planning takes too 
long says developer 


A ROGUE developer dubbed as the 
‘HMO Daddy’ who controversially 
turned two former business prem¬ 
ises into housing said he flouted 
planning laws because the process 
was ‘too time-consuming’. 

Buildings at 51 to 53 Wolverhampton 
Street in Willenhall and 16 Butts Road in 
St Matthew’s have 22 single bedrooms be¬ 
tween them and have been used for hous¬ 
es of multiple occupation - HMOs - for 
more than a year. 

But tenants living there will now be forced 
out of their homes within two months after 
Walsall Council chiefs issued enforcement ac¬ 
tion for the properties to be returned to their 
original state. 

The authority’s planning committee signed 
off on enforcement on Thursday slamming 
owner Jim Haliburton, of Darlaston-based J9 
Accommodation, for ‘completely ignoring hous¬ 
ing legislation’ as well as failing to conduct fire 
risk assessments. Mr Haliburton, owner of J9, 
which boasts more than 900 rooms, remained 
defiant whilst speaking at the committee. 

Valuable 

When questioned why he had not applied 
for planning permission, he replied the process 
was ‘too time-consuming.’ 

He said: “The only thing I’m guilty of is turn¬ 
ing empty derelict buildings and turning them 
into low-cost valuable housing for working res¬ 
idents, which can only be good for the area. 

“Applying for planning permission is a long 
process and very time-consuming but the qual¬ 
ity of accommodation I provide is of the high¬ 
est standard, going over and above fire safety 
procedures.” 

Complaints were originally made about the 
two buildings in April last year. Since then ap¬ 
plications have been made to formally ‘change 
the use’ but both have been rejected by the 
council. The buildings will now be returned to 
their previous state and all fixtures and fittings 
associated with housing ripped out. 

Councillors Ian Shires and Sean Coughlan 
blasted Mr Haliburton for not going through 
the correct planning procedures. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “This has been 
going on for longer than it should. We wouldn’t 
have known about this issue if people hadn’t of 
contacted us. It’s not acceptable to simply not 
comply and ignore housing legislation.” 



Pedalos 
in beak 
condition 
for park 

YOU know spring must 
have arrived when the swan 
boats appear at Walsall 
Arboretum. The pedalos, 
shaped as swans, are back 
out in force at the arbore¬ 
tum’s lake to signal the up¬ 
turn in weather. 

This is just the second 
year that the boats have 
been back in use after a two- 
decade-plus lay-off. 

The boats were brought 
back to a huge fanfare last 
year and look here to stay as 
they were set afloat by pop¬ 
ular demand again this year. 

Mark Holden, the head 
of clean and green services 
at Walsall Council, said the 
boats would give visitors to 
the Arboretum a ‘bird’s eye 
view’ of wildlife on the lake. 

He said: “The return of 
the pedalo service offers vis¬ 
itors to the borough’s much¬ 
loved arboretum a chance 
to get a bird’s eye view of 
the surrounding wildlife on 
Hatherton Lake.” 

The boats returned to 
Hatherton Lake last year 
just as the boathouse at the 
Arboretum was restored 
as part of a £7.9 million re¬ 
vamp.Part of the lake has 
been cordoned off to prevent 
the boats causing any dis¬ 
turbance to nesting birds.

There are towns and hospitals dotted across 
the country named after him, but in the place 
he was born, here in the Black Country, much 
less is known about the man who a president 
declared was one of the most important in the 
history of America. 

Last week marked the 200th anniversary 
since Asbury’s death. His life was one devoted 
to spreading the word of God and he is widely 
regarded of being the founder of the Method¬ 
ist Church in the US. Many experts even say 
that Christianity as a whole in America can be 
traced back to the Black Country man. 

His incredible tale sounds like something 
from a movie. He travelled an astonishing 
225,000 miles on horseback over 45 years 
preaching to anyone who would listen in the 
burgeoning New World. 

But before he landed on the east coast of 
soon-to-be-independent America, Asbury’s 
story started in Great Barr. 

He was born into a working-class family in 
1745 and lived in Newton Road, Hamstead. It 
was all a very long way from a presidential ad¬ 
dress and a statue close to the White House. 
His childhood home is today a small museum 
- a warm tribute but also an isolated one. 

He became involved with the Methodist 
movement from a young age, leading teachings 
at the West Bromwich Wesleyan Society as a 
teenager, splitting his time between preaching 
and his job as a metal worker. 

Over the next few years he began his jour¬ 


ney. Initially it was confined to the boundaries 
of the Black Country, leading sermons in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Wednesbury and Walsall, but at 
the age of 22 he bowed to a higher calling. 

In 1771 he volunteered to travel to Amer¬ 
ica. It was the last time he would see the Black 
Country. Within a couple of weeks he was visit¬ 
ing New York and Philadelphia. 

It is not known quite what his new audience 
made of his Black Country accent but it clearly 
didn’t put them off. When the American War of 
Independence broke out in 1776, he was one of 
only two Methodist ministers in the whole coun¬ 
try. During the next 30 years he toured Ameri¬ 
ca’s east and midwest on horseback, preaching 
to anyone who would listen in courthouses, 
pubs, tobacco houses, fields, and public squares. 

In 1814, Asbury’s health began to decline. He 
died on March 31, 1816, seven days after deliv¬ 
ering his last sermon in Virginia. 


While events were held in the Black Country 
marking the anniversary, including at his for¬ 
mer home-turned-museum, more attention was 
devoted to the occasion in the States. 

A group of Americans came over to Dudley 
recently to attend an event honouring Asbury 
at the Black Country Living Museum. 

A1 DeFillipo, who is based in Florida and 
has written books on the life of the nomadic 
preacher does not underestimate the impor¬ 
tance of Asbury to Christians on the other side 
of the Atlantic, describing him as the ‘George 
Washington of American Christianity’. 

He said: “What also made Francis Asbury an 
American favourite was the fact he was known 
by almost everyone in the burgeoning nation. 
He travelled from Maine in the east to Georgia 
in the south east, from Maryland and Virginia 
in the east to Tennessee and Kentucky in the 
west made him a household name. 


“Not only did he preach and teach in these 
towns but he also spent the night in many of the 
homes of the faithful in these towns. He never 
owned a home during his 45-year ministry in 
America. 

“There are some who correctly state that if 
there wasn’t a Francis Asbury there would be 
no American Methodism. But there are also 
many who acknowledge that without Francis 
Asbury, there would be no American Christian¬ 
ity. Many of the enriching qualities of contem¬ 
porary American Christianity originated with 
the efforts of Francis Asbury and the thousands 
of travelling preachers he pushed to spread the 
life-giving message of the gospel.” 

More than a century after his death, Presi¬ 
dent Calvin Coolidge got up to speak at a dedica¬ 
tion ceremony to unveil his statue and declared 
proudly: “He is entitled to rank as one the 
builders of our nation.”

VANDALISM at Walsall Ceno¬ 
taph has now been ruled out 
by a councillor who offered a 
reward for information. 

Walsall Council confirmed ear¬ 
lier this week it was looking into 
vandalism at the Bradford Place 
memorial, which pays tribute to 
those who lost their lives in the 
First World War, after stones had 
come loose. 


Councillor Doug James offered a 
reward to anyone who may have infor¬ 
mation on the vandalism and received 
a reply from someone claiming to be 
there at the time, who said the stones 
came loose accidentally. 

An email sent to councillor James 
by Robert Phillips said: “I was there 
when it happened and it was purely 
accidental.

rowly missing his feet. He was lucky to 
not seriously injure himself.”

Supplier fined £5k for 
faulty bungee cords

A COMPANY which sold 
faulty and potentially fa¬ 
tal bungee cords to a Black 
Country shop has been fined 
more than £5,000. 

Woolbro Distribution Limited 
sold the ‘Rapide’ brand three- 
piece bungee cords, which could 
be used as luggage straps, to 
Pound City, Stafford Street, Wil- 
lenhall. 

Officers from Walsall Council’s 
trading standards division carried out 
an inspection at the shop after being 
made aware that similar products had 
in the past caused serious eye injuries, 
in some cases resulting in the loss of 
an eye and in one case a fatality. 

Officers purchased two sets for test¬ 
ing on January 14, 2015 and advised 
staff at the shop to remove the remain¬ 
ing two sets for sale as tests were car¬ 
ried out. 

The cords were supplied to Brad- 
ford-based Woolbro by a company in 
China and 48 packs were sold to Pound 
City on October 27, 2014, prior to a 
product recall on February 9, 2015. 

Recoil 

Testing revealed that the cords fell 
short of the British standard where 
they should sustain a force of 400 
Newtons without failing. 

Officers feared that putting too 
much pressure on the cords would 
cause them to recoil at high speed and 
potentially cause an injury. 

Woolbro were given a £5,000 fine at 
Walsall Magistrates court and ordered 
to pay officers costs of £816. 

Kerry Munro, prosecuting, said: “A 
product which failed the 400 Newtons 
force test would not be deemed a safe 
product. The British Standards for 
these products also required them to 
have various warnings and instruc¬ 
tions for their safe use. 


“Whilst the production did con¬ 
tain some warnings and instructions, 
they were not in accordance with the 
standard. Under testing, a force of 400 
Newtons was applied to each cord, in 
order to pass the test, the force must 
be sustained for one minute. 

“All three failed the test. Speaking 
in interview, Mr Ian McDonald, a di¬ 
rector of Woolbro confirmed that all 


their stock had been sold and he had 
instigated a product recall on the item. 

“He said that the company had a 
quality control system but this product 
had slipped through the system. 

“Mr McDonald said that the com¬ 
pany had reviewed their procedures 
to prevent this happening again and 
he now employed two quality control 
people.”

My amazing life after escape from 
PoW camp to reach 100th milestone 


“I CAME so close to death that 
I still can’t quite get my head 
around how I am here today.” 

These are the words from former 
prisoner of war Thomas Orton, who 
believes he has a lot to be thankful for 
after celebrating his 100th birthday. 

From growing up in the Welsh Valleys 
and managing to find work outside of the 
coal mines, to making his escape from a 
PoW camp and eventually raising a family 
with his wife of 54 years Maud, he says his 
time has taught him what is truly impor¬ 
tant. 

Mr Orton, who grew up in Llandbradch, 
Caerphilly, with his father Frederick and 
mother Kate, started working down the 
mines straight from school, aged 14. 

When he was offered work as a general 
labourer at a nearby farm he jumped at the 
chance. He said: “I just couldn’t get to grips 
with life in the pits, I hated it. I would cry 
every morning before I went to work. 

“Life on the farm was much better.” 

As he settled into life as a farmboy, the

Second World War was breaking out, taking 
with it friends he had grown up with. 

Mr Orton, who now lives in Aldridge, 
joined the South Wales Borderers. He said: 
“We started out training every day in the 
Brecon Beacons, which was wonderful. I 
have never been as fit in my entire life as 
I was then.” 

Soon, his role took him to the Middle 
East. It was in Sidi Barrani, Egypt, where 
his life would change forever. 

As German soldiers upped the ante and 
regularly opened fire on retreating British 
troops in the desert, Mr Orton and his bri¬ 
gade surrendered, before being taken pris- 
oner.He said: “We were kept outdoors in 
this desert, surrounding by a ring of petrol 
tanks which were all chained together. The 
conditions were terrible, all I had was half 
a blanket I shared with another prisoner. 

“When we put our hands up to surrender, 
I thought that my life was over.” 


Eventually, the prisoners were sent to an¬ 
other camp in Naples. He ended up in the 
northern province of Bergamo, where he 
would be made to work as a prisoner, dig¬ 
ging canals. 

Recalling the day he escaped from the 
camp, he said: “Looking back it was so easy 
to escape because Italy was in the process 
of surrendering. We were making our way 
to the canals and me and a man called Ken 
Scott just ran away into the mountains.” 

For months on end, the pair lived off what 
they could find. Salvation came in the form 
of an Italian lady called Piera Passinelli, 
who saw the pair out in hiding and offered 
to take them in at her farm home. 

The pair worked there for a year, hiding 
in an outhouse at night or in the nearby 
church. Mr Orton said: “The family were so 
kind, from the moment I met Piera I knew 
she genuinely wanted to help us.” 

Towards the end of his time with the fam¬ 
ily, Mr Orton became friendly with some 
members of the Italian Partisans, who put 
him and Ken on a train to Switzerland. 

They stayed in Switzerland until the war 
was over before returning home. When Mr 


Orton eventually arrived back in Wales, 
aged 30, a letter from an old army colleague 
Albert Adams, offering him work in Edgbas- 
ton, prompted the next step on his journey. 
Fate would have it that Maud, whom he 
would end up marrying, lived next door to 
the man who had invited him to Edgbaston. 

The pair met and fell in love, with Mr 
Orton asking for her hand in marriage after 
just three weeks of courting. They had their 
first child Christine and after taking on var¬ 
ious temporary jobs around Birmingham, he 
saved up enough money to buy a truck and 
start his own haulage business. 

Mr Orton and his son John, ran the firm 
Thomas Orton and Son from 1972 onwards. 
They later went into business together 
again, starting Flame Kut Profiles, in Dar- 
laston, where Mr Orton would work until he 
was 88. His wife Maud died in 2000, aged 85. 

Mr Orton, who has four grandchildren 
and seven great-grandchildren, said: “There 
was a time when I was sure that I was going 
to die young. Meeting my wife changed my 
life, she transformed me from a regular lad 
into someone who cared very much about 
family and everything that goes with it.”

Mr Ash, an MA acting 
student at Birmingham 
City University, said: “It’s 
a fantastic project for me 
to be working on and some¬ 
thing that’s very close to my 
heart.” 

Phrases 

Yamlet has been devised 
by Philip Holyman and Ga¬ 
reth Nicholls, co-directors 
of Walsall-based theatre 
company Little Earthquake. 

The pair are both visiting 
lecturers at the Birming¬ 
ham School of Acting, part 
of Birmingham City Univer¬ 
sity. The work has partly 
been inspired by the up¬ 
coming 400th anniversary 
of Shakespeare’s death, on 
April 23. Mr Holyman said: 
“With a ruff round his neck 
and a fake skull in his hand, 
Yamlet will celebrate Black 
Country cultural identity by 
capturing fragments of lan¬ 
guage which are in danger 
of being lost forever.” 

Yamlet was commissioned 
as part of the ‘Where’s Our

Spake Gone?’ project, sup¬ 
ported by £77,600 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Since 2014, a team of lin¬ 
guists, historians and artists 
has been working alongside 
residents to explore ways 
to record and celebrate the 
distinctive dialect and lan¬ 
guage of the Black Country. 

Their efforts have focused 
in particular on four areas 
- Cradley Heath, Gornal, 
Oldbury and Tipton - each 
of which host public events 
featuring performances and 
exhibitions. The project will 
generate an archive of oral 
history interviews, as well 
as photographic essays and 
short films, workshops, a 
commemorative book with 
accompanying DVD and sev¬ 
eral new artist commissions, 
including ‘Yamlet’. 


Pupils not fulfilling 
potential, say Ofsted 

PUPILS at a primary school in Walsall are not always ful¬ 
filling their potential in English and maths, government 
inspectors have found. 

Work set at Chuckery Primary School, in Lincoln Road, 
is not always sufficiently demanding, preventing pupils 
from making faster progress. Bosses at the school have 
been told it requires improvement across the board. 

Jeremy Bird, for Ofsted, said: “Although writing and 
mathematics teaching is improving, teachers do not always 
make their expectations clear to pupils. Teachers do not in¬ 
sist that pupils use their current grammar and punctuation 
skills accurately in their writing or calculation strategies in 
their mathematics. As a result, pupils make slower rates of 
progress.” The report also found attendance rates at the 
school are ‘too low’ despite efforts to improve since the last 
Ofsted inspection in March 2014.

B en Miller has been giving his 
old comedy partner Alexander 
Armstrong a run for his money 
in the ubiquity stakes recently. 

In February, the former Death in 
Paradise star returned to his 
scientific roots (he abandoned a PhD 
in solid state physics at Cambridge 
University to concentrate on comedy) 
by presenting the ITV series It’s Not 
Rocket Science. 

And now he’s back on the BBC 
with the new sitcom I Want My Wife 
Back, which could probably also be 
counted as a return to familiar 
ground. 

The sitcom is written and produced 
by Mark Bussell and Justin Sbresni, 
who previously collaborated with Ben 
on another comedy with a seemingly 
self-explanatory title, The Worst 
Week of My Life. 

The first series, which aired in 
2004, followed publishing executive 
Howard Steel during the run-up to 
his wedding, when he found himself 
plagued by everything from an 
obsessive ex to a hospitalised 
grandmother.

second series and festive special, 
entitled (wait for it) The Worst 
Christmas of My Life. 

However, as you may have 
already deduced, I Want My Wife 
Back follows a man whose main 
concern isn’t making it to the church 
on time but staying out of the divorce 
court. 

Ben stars as Murray, a seemingly 
happily married man who in this 
opening episode is in busy arranging 
a surprise 40th birthday party for his 
beloved wife Bex (Doc Martin’s 
Caroline Catz, who knows a thing or 
two about playing long-suffering 
other halves). But it turns out that 
he’s the one in for a shock when he 
hears that she’s planning to leave 
him.He desperately tries to find her 
before the party, and is devastated 
when she confirms that she really is 
going. 

So, naturally he tries to cancel the 
bash, only to find it’s too late. As the 
guests begin to arrive, a shell¬ 
shocked Murray and Bex struggle to 
put on a brave face, and things get 
even worse when someone springs 


another very awkward birthday 
surprise. 

Murray’s heartbreak may not 
initially sound all that hilarious, but 
events will become increasingly 
farcial. Future episodes will see 
Murray try to find out exactly why Bex 
has left him and what he can do to 
win her back, and his friends, family 
and colleagues are only too ready to 
offer their well-meaning, if not always 
helpful, advice. 

And while Murray may be 
struggling, Ben is definitely having a 
good time. He says: “I feel incredibly 
lucky to be back in the BBC comedy 
fold, playing the incredibly unlucky 
hero of I Want My Wife Back. With 
Mainstreet at the helm and Mark 
Bussell and Justin Sbresni on script, 
this truly feels like a match made in 
heaven.” 

Commissioning editor Chris 
Sussman adds: “It’s a very modern 
farce with a great cast, and I can’t 
wait to see it on TV. The writers do a 
brilliant job of putting Ben Miller down 
a hole and then watching him 
painfully trying to crawl his way out...”

SPRINGHILL Cricket Club are in high spirits as 
the new season gets under way. The club, in 
Lower Penn, held its first AGM in its new pavil¬ 
ion recently and now all three of their teams are 
geared up for the new campaign in the Stafford¬ 
shire Cricket Club Championship.

Backing 

Sport England were among others to provide financial 
backing and the building, which cost an approximate total of 
£180,000, is now in place, with just a few finishing touches to 
put to it. 

Club secretary Dan Kinsey is relieved to now have a ‘solid’ 
facility and said: “It is a brand new clubhouse, a facility that 
wasn’t there at all previously. Our old wooden pavilion was 
burnt down 11 years ago, gutted in an arson attack, and it 
almost put the club to an end. 

“The facility is solid, it is brand new. There are two changing 
rooms, which will have shower facilities. There are new toilet 
facilities, a big community room with a kitchen, and there will 
be a bar area too. We are putting the finishing touches to it 
now and, at some point in the summer, we will be hosting our 
grand opening for the building, which we see effectively as the 
relaunch of the club.” 

The club is being supported by South Staffordshire MP 
Gavin Williamson and NatWest Bank as they prepare the play¬ 
ing surface and construct new training nets for the forthcom¬ 
ing season. Volunteers from NatWest were due to help club 
members to fit the new mobile nets.

LACK OF SPARK

THERE is a sense something 
isn’t quite right when you take 
a look at the League One table. 

Out of nowhere, Bradford are now 
the team sitting in third position, Mill- 
wall have crept into fourth while Wal¬ 
sall have suddenly dropped to sixth and 
occupy the final play-off spot. 

Supporters will hope it is just temporary. 

But having previously lost once on the road in 
18 games, before Saturday’s game, Jon Whitney’s 
side suffered to back-to-back away defeats. 

They are, of course, still fighting for a place in 
the top two. Six points from their games in hand 
will put them right back in the mix at a time sec¬ 
ond-placed Burton are also wobbling. 

The concern is that Walsall have lost some of 
their spark in the past few weeks. 

Whitney was bold in his team selection, with 
the Saddlers lining up in a 4-3-3 formation for the 
first time this season. It was a system based on 
flexibility with Romaine Sawyers, Anthony Forde 
and Jordy Hiwula given licence to roam wherever 
they liked in a bid to find pockets of space. The 
plan worked well, particularly in the first half, 
with Hiwula having the best chance before the 
break when he was played in on goal by Sawyers. 

Sam Mantom and Forde also went close and 
while Oldham had their moments - particu¬ 
larly when Curtis Main flashed a half-volley 
wide - Walsall came off at the break deserving 
to be ahead. That was because Sawyers and co 
had managed to pop up in different areas and try 
to create. After the break though, the game was 
much more even. 

John Sheridan, who has now lost just twice in 
his last 14 games in charge of the Latics, admitted 
he gave his players both barrels at half-time he 
was so disappointed with their display. 

It meant that after the interval the game was a 
more cagey, uneventful affair. Oldham got them¬ 
selves ahead, but as Whitney said in his post¬ 
match comments, they scored with what proved 
to be their only clear-cut chance of the half. 

The problem for Walsall was that, once behind, 
they struggled to move the ball at a tempo quick 


enough to grab an equaliser. Sawyers, who was 
the best player on the pitch in the first half, sud¬ 
denly became ineffective.
